Political Boss 
Frank Hague Dies 
JERSEY CITY, N. J. «?< — The 
body of Frank Hague, the last of 
America’s political bosses, lay in 
state* today in the city where he 
once proclaimed, "I am the law.” 
Hague, 
mayor of Jersey 
City 
for 30 years who used his post to 
build one of Am erica’s most pow­ 
erful political machines, died Sun­ 
day of a ‘‘gradual failing.” 
Hague would have been 80 
on 
Jan. 17, 
according to his official 
birthday in 1876. 
His son, Frank 
Jr., however, said he believed his 
father was born in 1874. 
He will be buried Thursday in 
Holy Name Cemetery after a re­ 
quiem high Mass in St. Aedan’s 
Roman Catholic Church, his parish 
church.

At his death, Hague and other 
Jersey City o f f i c i a l s still were mc- 
broiled in a lawsuit in which they 
were accused of taking 15 million 
dollars in tribute from city em ­ 
ployes.
